2. CANADIAN BUSINESSMEN INVOLVED ARE "TAKING ADVANTAGE 
OF LOOPHOLES IN U. S. EXTRATERRITORIAL LEGISLATION... BUYING 
GOODS PRODUCED BY U.S. FIRMS, CHANGING LABELS OR ADDING 
COMPONENTS PRODUCED BY CANADIAN-OWNED FIRMS, AND SHIPPING 
THE FINISHED PRODUCTS TO CASTRO'S CUBA AS CANADIAN 
MERCHANDISE". 

3. "THE TWENTY TO THIRTY SMALL CANADIAN FIRMS INVOLVED 
IN THE PROFITABLE TRADE SAY THEY CAN PROVIDE ALMOST ANY 
U.S. PRODUCT THE CUBANS WANT." 
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"ABOUT 50 PERCENT OE THE PARTS IN THE MACHINE THEY (THE 
CUBANS) PURCHASED ARE MADE IN THE U.S. AND SOME ARE 
MADE BY CANADIAN SUBSIDIARIES OF AMERICAN COMPANIES." 

THIS BUSINESSMAN REPORTEDLY BELIEVES HE HAS BEEN PUMPED 
BY C.I.A. AGENTS, ONCE IN A BAR AND ONCE ON A PLANE. 

THIS SAME BUSINESSMAN ALSO REPORTEDLY TOLD EP, "THE 
AMERICAN LAW IS SILLY AND STUPID, BUT IT HAS GIVEN MY 
COMPANY AN OPPORTUNITY TO BREAK INTO THE CUBAN MARKET 
AND WE DON'T HAVE TO COMPETE WITH AMERICAN FIRMS". 

5. ANOTHER CANADIAN BUSINESSMAN REPORTEDLY DEALS IN A 
PRODUCT WHERE LABELS HAVE TO BE CHANGED BEEORE THE ITEMS 
ARE SHIPPED. 'WE PLACE OUR COMPANY LABEL ON TOP OP THE 
AMERICAN ONE", HE REPORTEDLY SAID. 

6. A THIRD CANADIAN BUSINESSMAN REPORTEDLY TOLD FP THAT 
U.S. MULTI-NATIONAL FIRMS KNOW THEIR PRODUCTS ARE ENDING 
UP IN CUBA BUT, "THEY DON'T CARE". 

7. THE THREE CANADIAN BUSINESSMEN REPORTEDLY TOLD PP 
THAT CANADIAN SUBSIDIARIES WILL NOT GET THE CUBAN 
BUSINESS UNLESS THEY GO LOOKING POR IT, AND THIS THEY 
WILL NOT DO IP THEY PEEL THE PARENT U.S. COMPANY MIGHT 
BE HARMED IN THE PROCESS. THUS, "WE ONLY HEAR ABOUT THE 
DEALS THE U.S. GOVERNMENT TURNS DOWN OR APPROVES. WHAT 
REALLY HURTS CANADA ARE THE DEALS THAT NEVER GET DISCUSSED." 

8. ARTICLE CONCLUDES THAT THE TWENTY TO THIRTY CANADIAN 
BUSINESSMEN INVOLVED ARE HAPPY THE AMERICAN MULTINATIONALS 
ARE NOT INVOLVED, BECAUSE "WHO NEEDS MORE COMPETITION?"
